TOUCHES TWILIGHT ZONE* 
Scientist Finds Virus Particles 
Produced Raw in Living Cells 


BOSTON —(INS)— A scientist 
reported today he has traced out 
vital new links in the chemical as­ 
sembly line that produce new virus 
particles from raw materials In the 
living cell. 
The research provides clues to 
one of science's basic pozzies—re­ 
production 
in the biological "twi­ 
light lone" between living organ­ 
isms and non-living matter, the 
scientist said. 
If similar experiments can be con­ 
ducted on other viruses the ones 
that invade animals and humans - 
we may have our first real under­ 
standing of how influenza, colds 
and similar diseases afflict 
bodies, he added. 


Washington University, described 
the new findings today In an inter­ 
view at the Boston convention of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 
Dr. Commoner worked with one 
of the simplest of ell known vir­ 
uses, the tiny, rod-shaped tobacco 
mosaic virus that afflicts tobacco 
plants. 
By injecting a special variant of 
uitrogen Into virus:infected plant 
leaves as a “tracer,” he was able 
to follow the utilization of t h i s 
chemical raw material in Indivi­ 
dual «ells to form new virus parti 
our des.

Bobo Olson Named 
'Fighter of Year' 
NEW* YORK —< INS I — Balding 
Bobo Olson, middleweight champ­ 
ion of hie world, whose lineage 
resemble* a United Nations roster, 
has been named by Ring maga­ 
zine, as “Fighter of the Year.’*
